He thanked the commissioners 
for allowing him to serve as their 
chairman for the past year. 

Under the heading of old busi- 
ness, the commissioners opened bids 
for fertilizer and lime to be used by 
the highway department. Previously 
no bids were received and invita- 
tions to bid had to be re-sent. 

The Coffee County Farm Co-Op - 
Elba Division was low bidder. on 
both lime and fertilizer. Their bid 
was as follows: $24.49 per ton on 
lime and $189.49 per ton on supply- 
ing fertilizer. Commissioners award- 
ed the bid to the Co-op. 

Charlie Webb, director of Coffee 
County’s Emergency Management 
Agency was on hand for the opening 
of the bids for an emergency power 
generator. 

Four bids were received ranging 
from a high of $41,228.00 to a low 
of $28,424.00.

City employees to get $75 Christmas pay raise

The Elba City Council was unani- 
mous Monday evening in their ap- 
proval of a one time $75 December 
pay raise for all full time employees. 
Mayor James Grimes explained this 
has been a annual tradition for a 
number of years. The city govern- 
ment is forbidden by law from giv- 
ing a Christmas bonus, therefore the 
“one time pay raise” has become the 
norm. 

City Clerk Donnie Morrow esti- 
mated there are 60 to 65 full time 
employees presently working with 
the City and the utility department. 


The council split in approving the . 


Friday after Thanksgiving as a holi- 
day for city employees. The motion 
passed, with council members Ben 
Carpenter and John W. Sharpless op- 
posing the extra holiday. Employees 
such as police oficers, who must 
continue working-holiday or not, 
will get an extra day’s pay, accord- 
ing to Chief Whitworth. 

Morrow received council permis- 
sion to remove a large, dead Oak 
tree on Martin Luther King Drive. 
He explained the tree is partially on 
private property, but could be dan- 
gerous to cars or pedestrians in the 
area, 

The council also approved the 
city clerk’s request for permission to 
cut trees on city property between 
the old football practice field and 
Worth Tent (old Middle School). He 


Boat operators 
license will be 
required 


April 1999 may seem a long way 
off, but the Alabama Marine Police 
Division reminds boaters of the 
deadline for obtaining a boat opera- 
tor’s license. 

In just over a year, all boat opera- 
tors in the state of Alabama will be 
required to have an operator's li- 
cense to operate a motor boat on any 
of the state’s waterways. 

The requirement for boat opera- 
tor’s license was passed by the Ala- 
bama Legislature in April 1994 and 
allowed a five-year phase-in period 
for compliance. 

Boaters who wait until the spring 
of 1999 may face long lines at the 
State Troopers’ driver's license ex- 
amination offices or citations for 
failure to have a license. 

The minimum fine for operating 
without a license is $100 plus court 
costs, which may run the total cost to 
$200 or more. 

Anyone who operates a motor 
boat (including personal watercraft), 
should schedule a trip to the driver's 
license examiner as soon as possible 
to avoid the last-minute lines and the 
prospect of costly citations.

Science In Motion Provides Equipment

Science in Motion is a statewide pro- 
gram that provides schools with sci- 
entific equipment that most schools 
would not normally be able to afford. 

This program gives many students an 
opportunity to work with instruments 
that make the scientific experience more 
educational and more enjoyable. 

Zion Chapel recently got a flexcam 
and glass-like models of plant and an- 
imal mitosis. 

The flexcam is simply a very ver- 
satile video camera that will be used in 
all science classes. By using this camera 
students will be able to get a better view 
of what is being done on the demonstra- 
tion table. 


The flexcam also has an attachment 
small enough for a microscope so that 
the images seen in the microscope may 
be viewed and then projected onto a tele- 
vision monitor. 

The five phases of mitosis is normal- 
ly shown in textbooks in a 2-D approach 
and are sometimes hard to comprehend, 
The models that have been provided by 
Science in Motion show a 3-D approach 
to plant and animal mitosis. These par- 
ticular models make mitosis easier to un- 
derstand. 

However, these materials are not 
cheap. Mrs. Jackie Jinright, teacher of 
life science at Zion Chapel, says that Sci- 
ence in Motion has provided the school 
with roughly $4,000 in science materials.

Dr. Henry Foster’s involvement 
with the infamous Tuskegee syphilis 
experiment brought such ignominy 
that it’s taken the White House over 
two years to present another poten- 
tial “First Physician,” 

Now Dr. David Satcher has pro- 
nounced his unequivocal support for 
partial-birth abortion to protect the 
‘health of the mother.” 

Dr. Satcher’s position puts him 
right in line with Clinton who has, 
for the second time, vetoed the ban, 
But it places him completely outside 
the mainstream of medical profes- 


sional agreement. 

American Medical Association 
President Daniel H. Johnson Ir., 
M.D., wrote in the New York Times 
that “the partial delivery of a living 
fetus for the purpose of killing it 
outside the womb is ethically offen- 
sive to most Americans and physi- 
cians.” In May, the AMA, a 
297,000-member group of doctors, 
emphatically declared that this bar- 
baric procedure is never medically 
necessary. 

The position of the nation's doc- 
tor should not be filled by an indi- 
vidual who puts the politics of abor- 
tion over the principles of medicine 
and the values of our nation. The 
Senate should tell Satcher so with 
iis confirmation vote,

There is no cost to an individual 
who becomes a member of the 
Brown Bag program. Eligibility is 
determined by using the U.S. gov- 
ernment guidelines for commodity 
distribution, she said.

If 
there is income from Social Security, 
a letter of verification from the So- 
cial Security office must be attached. 

Although the base poverty level is 
set nationally at $855 per month, 
each application will be reviewed 
separatcly, Perry said.

The first “grocery store” will be 
in Dothan, and an appropriate loca.

Funds for ths program will come 
from sponsorships of $5 per month 
or $60 per year, Perry said. Dona:

ELBA TIGERS SEE PLAYOFF HOPES VANISH 


The Elba Tigers saw their playoff hopes come to an end Friday night as 
they closed out their area schedule with an 0-2 record after falling to the Re- 
hobeth Rebels 21-14, It marked the first time Rehobeth had ever beaten the 
Tigers on the gridiron, and also marked the first time in 13 years the Tigers 
failed to earn a spot in the high school playoffs. While it was an historic 
night for the Rebels, it was a just another long night for the Elba Tigers as 
their football struggles continued. 

The Elba offense had several chances to take control early as it began 
drives at the Rehobeth 27, 45 and 21 yardline on its first three possessions 
of the night.

Wesley Johnson scored a touch- 
down for the second straight week on the defensive side of the football as 
he returned an interception 35 yards for a score, while Ronnie Davis had an- 
other big night and also came up with an interception.

Make sure Halloween is 
safe for children 


“While Halloween is an exciting 
time for children, it could also be 
one of the most dangerous nights of 
the year,” said Linda Austin, Mont- 
gomery SAFE KIDS Coalition co- 
coordinator. “It is important for par- 
ents and caregivers to not only outfit 
children in safe costumes, but to re- 
view important safety tips with chil- 
dren before they go out trick-or- 
treating.” 

The majority of injuries occurring 
on Halloween are caused by falls, 
impact with motor vehicles, burns 


and collected treats, and to help treate 


make sure Halloween is safe, the Co- 
alition recommends the following 
general safety precautions: 


*Accompany young children on 
their trick-or-treat rounds. 

*Teach your child his or her 
phone number. Make sure the child 
has change for a phone call in case 
there is a problem away from home. 

*Instruct children to travel only 
in familiar areas and along a pre- 
established route. 

*Instruct children never to enter 
a home or an apartment building un- 
less accompanied by an adult. 

*Set a time for children to return 


*Restrict their trick-or-treating 
visits to homes with porch or out- 
side lights illuminated. : 

*Tell children to bring their 
treats home before eating them. Par- 
ents should check treats to ensure 
that items have not been tampered 
with and are safely sealed. Be care- 
ful with fruit. Inspect the surface 


closely for punctures or hoics and 
cut it open before allowing a child 
to eat it. 

*Apply face paint or cosmetics 
directly to the face; if a mask is 
worn, make certain it fits securely 
and has eye holes large enough for 
full vision. 

“Make costumes short to avoid 
tripping : 

.*Secure hats so they will not slip 
over children’s eyes. 

*Dress children in shoes that fit. 
Adult shoes are not safe for trick-or- 


rs. 
*Allow children to carry only 
flexible props, to avoid injury. 

*Teach children NOT to cut 
across yards. 

*Decorate costumes, bags and 
sacks with reflective tape. 

*Use costumes that are light or 
bright enough to make them more 
visible at night. 

*Tell children to walk, not run, 
while trick-or-treating 

*Remind children to stop at all 
Street corners. 

*Tell them to cross the street 
only at intersections and crosswalks. 

*Tell them to look left, right, and 
left again before crossing the street. 

*Tell them NEVER to: dart out 
from between parked cars. 

“Never let children under age 10 
go trick-or-treating or cross the 
Street alone without the supervision 
of an adult or older sibling.
